The annual 
meeting ol the Second brigade 
occurs at the same time and as 
"there are a large number of Con- 
federates in Western Kentucky 
who desire to attend both the un- 
veiling and the annual meeting, 
it was decided to make an effort 
to hare the Second brigade meet 
Ji.-m instead of at Fulton.

San Bernardino, Car., Feb. 0. 
—The Melrose part v of seven per- 
sons, which left Nevada recent- 
ly and was lost in the Death Val- 
ley region, has been rescued by 
"searchers," who found the pros- 
pectors huddled together in a 
cave in the Pananiint Mountains, 
where they had taken shelter 
from the heavy showers. 

For three days the men of the 
party had been without food, the 
scanty supply being sufficient 
only for the two women and two 
children. A short time before 
their rescue they had shot two 
rabbits. One of the children 
was ill, but was recovering de- 
spite the hardships endured.

'Well," replied the Stranger, "some 
yeare ago 1 swore an oath that If I ever 
oame acroes an uglier man than myaelf 
I would shoot him on the spot" Mr. Lin- 
coln scrutinised the faaturee of the other 
oloasly and exploded, "Bhoot me, for If I 
am an uglier man tlian you I don't want 
to live." 

A Philadelphia delegation once wait- 
ed on the president to present him a 
"most beautiful portrait" of himself. 
Turning to tbe artist, Lincoln modest 
ly replied: 

"I presume, sir, in painting your 
beautiful portrait you took your Idea 
of me from my prlaclples and not 
from my persou." 

During tbe Lincoln- Douglas debalea 
Judge Douglas one dsy espied the 
form of Lincoln crossing the stsge aud 
convulsed tbe sudleuce by exclaim 
lag: 

"As I gase ou the lengthy and atteu 
uated form of my 1 adversary 1 am 
(•rupted to exclaim lu the lauguage of 
holy writ, How long. O Lord, bow 
longr"

"As I gase on the short snd squat 
form of my adversary I am tempted to 
exclaim In the lauguage of holy writ,

This recalls Douglas' charge that 
Lincoln sold liquor In s grocery sad 
Limculu's retort that the oitly dlffer 
eace between them was that he was 
behind the bar while Douglas was hi 
front ef It.

The great man always tried to alle- 
viate embarrassment, whatever the 
canee.

chap's face to redden with guilt by 
declaring that this governor wss long 
since dead.

Sets Forth the Governments' View of 
the Anti-Japanese School Legisla- 
tion Now Before the Cali- 
fornia Legislature.

Senator Anthony's bill providing for 
submitting to the voters at the ne*t 
state election he queston of prohibit- 
ing Asiatic immigration was favorably 
reported Monday morning. 



Ant, -Asiatic Bill Will Bleep. 
i'»rson. Nov., BVb. 9. — The Assembly 
bill prohibiting Japanese and Chinese 
from acquiring lands or acting as cor- 
poration agents reached the senate 
Monday. Instead of referring the 
measure to tbe rederal relations com- 
mittee as was done In the assembly, 
the senate sent It to the judiciary com- 
mittee along with the anti Japanese 
resolution. It Is almost certain that the 
bill will sleep In this committee er he 
reported unfavorably. 



Washington. Feb. ».— "The policy of 
the administration ts to comhlne the 
maximum of efficiency In achieving 
the real object which the people of the 
Pacific slope have at heart, with the 
minimum of friction and through, 
while tbe misguided men who ad- 
vocate such action as this against 
which 1 protest are following a policy 
Wi.lch combines the very mlalmum of 
efficiency with the maximum of Inault 
and which, while totally falling to 
achieve any real result for good, yet 
might Accomplish an infinity of harm. 1 ' 

Id this language Presldeat Roose- 
velt Monday In a long telegram to 
Speaker P. A. Stanton, of the Cal- 
ifornia assembly, set forth tbe gov- 
ernment's view of the Anti-Japanese 
school legislation now before that 
body. 

Cause for Irritation. 

The president stated that the hill 
glrea just and grave cause for Irrita- 
tion and that the government would 
be obliged Immediately to take acUon 
In the federal courts to teat such 
legislation because It la held to bo 
clearly a violation of the treaty ob- 
ligations of the United States. The 
telegram to Speaker Stanton was sent 
only after a conference with Senator 
Flint and Representative Kahn, of 
California and F. K. I^ane. of the Inter- 
state commerce commission. 

Concluding hia message to Speaker 
Stanton, the president says: 

"If In the neat year or two the 
action of the federal government falls 
to achieve what It Is now achieving, 
then through the further action of tbe 
president and congress, it can be 
made entirely eftlilenct. I am sure 
that the aound judgment of the people 
of California will support you. Mr. 
Speaker, In your efforts. Let me re 
peal that at present we are actually 
doiug the very thing which the people 
of California wish to be done and to 
upset the arrangement under which 
this Is beiug dune can do no good and 
may do great harm. If In the nest fear 
or two tbe figure* of Immigration 
prove that the an aiigemeut which was 
worked so successfully during the 
last sixth months is no longer work 
tug successfully, then there would be 
ground for grievance, and for the re- 
versal by tbe uational government of 
Its policy. But at present, the policy 
la working well snd until it works 
badly It would be a grave misfortune 
to change It, and when changed It can 
only be changed effectively by the 
national government."

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TIIR little rooky farm that 
Ttiomaii Lincoln was too 
poor to pay for has now be- 
come the property of the 
ftOTpra of bis son. When the new ar- 
rival reached the Lincoln cabin on 
l>b. 12. 1809. the last dream that 
«©nM bare entered the mind of the 
father waa one comprehending the 
■lory that had thus com* to these 
barren acres. What shall the pawn 
any wheti the Master move* it. or 
what ran It know of the result of tbe 
saove? Most parents think their sons 
■tax become president, except those 
whose sons actually do become presl- 
dent. They are frequently so poor 
they think little about It Tbe wind 
bioweth where It listeth, and a soul 
that comes Into M>e world is blown by 
the wind of tbe spirit to what heights 
or depths It may please hitn who 
•ends the wind. As for the rest of 
vs. we cannot foresee one single hu- 
ms destiny, and it is just as well 
that we cannot. When we plant an 
•corn we know an oak will grow, 
and when we sow corn or wheat we 
can foretell what tbe crop will be. 
But when a man-child enters the 
world we kaow naught of the harvest, 
whether It is to be of shame or of 
etfory. There are no signs to tell of 
the coming of genius. The deity that 
presides at tbe birth of great souls 
miss all the homes of wealth and 
to light' at a stable or a cabin 
fn the wilderness. The wind bioweth 
Where it listeth, and none can tell 
Where the spirit will carry tho germs 
af Ood's purposes. 

Lincoln was born on the very outer 
rim of civilisation, yet the spot is now 
■ear the center of population of the 
United States. That shows bow fsr 
•*Bch century goes ahead to pitch its 
tents; 18U0 stopped with Kentucky, 
ana 1009 has moved on to Manila ; 2000 
■nay go around the world and come 
back t<> Kentucky again. Who knows? 

There Is little to that Kentucky farm 
•xrept the fact that Lincoln was born 
there. It is not much for crops or 
scenery. There is a rock spring on it 
and a creek. The muse of history has 
vary little eye either for fertile soil or 
landscape effects. Battles are usually 
fought a:nong most uninviting sur- 
■vondings, and the Immortals are lia- 
ble to be bora almost anywhere except 
where we would expect them to be 
born. If we were choosing a spot for 
sne of the great ones to come Into the 
world we would seek all the uiodorn 
conveniences and a combination of 
sen»hore and mountain to furnish in- 
spiration. That merely proves that we 
know how to raise crops and blooded 
stock, but we do not know how to raise 
great men. This is a branch of garden- 
sag that God does not leave to bun- 
sresm Hothouse methods may be all 
rtght for forcing plants, hut they are a 
failure for forcing genius. 

Tbe preservation of this shrine to 
the memoiy of Lincoln was made pos- 
sible by the generosity of Robert J. 
ColUer of Collier's Weekly. There 
were several enterprising gentlemen 
of tbe farm fer 
and had it not 
• one of t hem arob- 
ably would have sueceeded in his 
design. Among the bidders 
a liquor Arm that bad already 
prepared posters announcing "Lincoln 
Birthplace Whisky." The agents of 
this nrin imbibed too firely of their 
awn wares, which permltted~"Mr. OoV 
Her'* representative to ateal a march 
aa them and bid in the place before 
they arrived on tbe scene, for it Is a 
sad and humiliating fact that the farm 
sa which our greatest president was 
born was allowed to be Bold for tines. 
This, coupled with the further rcnec 
tbs. that but for the Interest and pa 
crlollani shown by one man this price- 
less ahrine would have been used for 
selfish and base purposes. Hhould make 
tbe American people feel quite proud. 
Whes It was too hate there would 
eVoubtless have been raised a great cry 
af Indignation which would liuve In 
creased in pitch as the ceuteusry of 
Mr. . Lincoln's birth approached. We 
are saved from this humiliation by the 
tboatghtfulues* of one ruun -ratber of 
two, for Kev. Jenkln Lloyd Jones bud 
advocated buying the shrlue before I 
Mr. Collier took tbe matter up. Two 
asea ost ef over 80,000.000! It is so | 
aaod Suds hie agents, even though men 
are blind 

The birthplace farm Is not tbe only 
Lincoln shrine saved from a degrad- 
ing use. The old log building at New 
Mak-m in whlcb Lincoln lived aud had 
Sis stars, together with tbe ground on 
Which the historic village stood, waa 
rchased by Mr. William Kaudolph 
and made a present to the Did 
Chautauqua, tbe second largest 
put In America. A whisky 
waa also bidding for this to ad- 
some of its wsrea. It would 
•asm that the whisky men appreciate 
tbe great liberator. * iiatever may be 
•aid for the rest of us. 

It hi a romantic fu< t that tbe only 
building left of tl'c New Kulein In I 
whlcb Mr. Lincoln spent his young

Tbe little one room log cabin was es- 
corted to Us destination in greater 
state than most kings and conquerors. 
The railroads carried it free; the 
Wanamaker store in New York dec- 
orated the car; the governor of Ken- 
tucky detailed an officer and four 
militiamen to escort the old logs 
through with safety; Mayor Weaver 
of Philadelphia received It with hon- 
or; Baltimore, through which Lincoln 
had to pass in secret to keep from 
being assassinated, greeted the cabin 
that gave him birth with speechea of 
welcome; at A 1 toons the school chil- 
dren decked the car with flowers; at 
rtttsburg the Grand Army took it In 
charge; at Columbus tbe mayor and 
superintendent of schools made stir- 
ring addresses; at Indianapolis appro- 
priate exercises were held, and at 
Louisville former Vice President 
Btevenson spoke for tbe state of Illi- 
nois and nenry Wstterson for tbe

the same spirit of righteousness, the 
same hatred of tyranny, frsud and 
sham and the same faith in Cod and 
the common people that he gave In 
such full measure, even to the sacri 
flee of life Itself? 

If this centenary, this dedication of 
the birthplace fsrm, this worldwide 
ceremony In bis praise, could beget 
a spirit like that It would be of un- 
told benefit to the nation and to the 
race.

It.rlln, Feb. 10.— King Kdward and 
Queen Alexandra arrived In Berlin 
Tuesday and were warmly welcomed 
by Eniperor William and the people 
of Berlin. 

A demonstrstlon by the unemployed 
planned to coincide with the arrival 
of the British monarcbs was only 
partially successful. Several meetings 
of the employed were held, after which 
those present formed Into procession 
and started to march to the palace 
whither King Edward had been es 
corted by Emperor William. Their 
progress waa Intercepted by the police 
The people at flrat refused to be turn- 
ed aside, and the police attacked them 
with drawn sabres. Several persons 
suffered sabre wounds and others 
were arrested before the demonstrants 
could be diverted and order restored.

King Kdward and Queen Alexandra 
received a heartly welcome from the 
emperor and the German people. Tbe 
principal interest centered In tbe 
speeches of tbe emperor and king 
when in proposing beslths during the 
course of the gala bsnquet at the Im- 
perial palace Tuesday night. 

The utterances of both were most 
cordial, each emphaalslng the peace- 
ful sentiments and the close relation 
ship of tbe two nations. The emperor 
speaking in German, first offered a 
toast to the king and queen. After 
expressing the sincere pleasure and 
satisfaction of tbe emperor and blm 
self and his whole house which the 
visit affdrded them, and extending a 
most cordial welcome to the British 
sovereigns, the emperor referred to 
the ancient traditions and close tics 
of relationship.

Another time It was reported that 
a detachment of cavalry and a youth- 
ful brigadier frouvXew York bad been 
captured.

"Why," be rejoined, "I can make a 
brigadier any day, but those horses 
cost money." 

Despite the brilliancy or Senator 
Cbariea Sumner, be waa cordially dla 
liked by President Lineolu. In the 
early part of the war Sumner, Wade 
and Tbad Stevens pestorod tb* pa- 
tient Lincoln much on th* eubjoct of 
•mancipation, for which be was not 
ready at that time. One day, glancing 
out of the window, tie saw the trio ap- 
proaching and remarked to a visitor 
that It reminded blm of na Incident of 
his school days. Ills class had been 
trying to pronounce the namea of 
Hhadruch, Mesaacb and Abeduego and 
bad finally auoceedt.'d. The teacher 
waa not ss tuned, but insisted on a 
repetition, beginning with Lincoln, 
who wan at tan head of the class. 
Thereupon the email boy at the foot 
began to cry. When asked what waa 
the matter he blubbered. "Don't you 
aee them three cusses sre coming this 
way ngain?" 

In ths darkest and most troublesome 
days of tbe war a sympathetic frleud 
remarked lo Mr. I4ncoln: 

"This being president isn't all It la 
cracked up to be, is Itr 

"No," suid Llucoln. "J feel some- 
times like the Irishman who after be- 
ing ridden on a rail aald. Begorry. if It

He remarked as be went in 
that no news had come. He went out 
and returned at 8 In tbe morning, and 
there was still no news. 

"Schuyler, what does It all mean?" 
•aid Lincoln wearily. "Are w* not on 
God's side? We have thought that we 
Then, with a gesture of de- 
he added, "I would gladly ex- 
places tonight wltb any dead 
soldier boy on tbe battlefield." 

Tbe next morning Colfax went to 
tbe capitol and asked ■•reral repre- 
sentatives If tbey had any news of 
the battle. 

"No." waa tbe reply, "but w* have 
seen Llucoln, and he seems to be feel- 
ing so good snd told so many stories 
thst everything must be all right." 

In recounting this atory Robert C. 
Ogdeu, lecturer and philanthropist, 
aald it "Illustrated tbe wonderful 
power of Preaident Lincoln In the 
dark daya of tbe war cloaking but 
real feelings la order that tb* country 
might not suffer from depression." 

Frank B. Carpenter, who spent six 
months in tbe Whit* House painting 
tb* famous picture of the reading of 
the emancipation proclamation, aald 
thla of the popular view that aome of 
tbe Lincoln stories were broad: 

Mr Lincoln, I am convinced, haa hean 
greatly wronged in this reapacL Every 
foul mouthed man In th* country gave 
•urrwncy to th* *llm* and filth of hia own 
Imagination by attributing It to th* presi- 
dent. It is but simple justlc* to hi* mem- 
ory that I should stat* that during tb* 
•ntlre period of my atay In Washington, 
after witnessing his Intercourse with 
nearly all class** of man, * * * I can- 
not recollect to have heard him relate a 
circumstance to any one of them that 
would have been out of plac* uttered In 
a lady's drawing room. 

Dr. Jitouc, Lincoln's family physi- 
cian, aald the president was "tbe 
purest hearted man with whom I ever 
came in contact." 

William H. Seward pronounced blm 
"the beat man" be had known. 

Judge Bates, his attorney general, 
said: "Mr. Lincoln cornea very near 
being a perfect man, according to my 
ideal of manhood." Of tb* preslden 
tial atory telling Judge Batea re- 
marked: "The character of tba presi- 
dents mind la such that hi* thought 
habitually takes on tbla form of illus- 
tration, by which tbe point be wishes 
to enforce is invariably brought borne 
wltb a strength and clearness im 
possible in hours of sbstract argu- 
ment" 

The meekest of modern men was not 
ths first who taught In parable. The 
power of hla stories Is shown by tbe 
fact that tbey have paaaed Into the

The narrative faculty waa not the 
only one In which Mr. Lincoln excelled.

He waa born a hundred years ago 
this year. It Is Ittlag, therefere, that 
the land tor wbieb he lived and died 
should honor the event as It baa hon- 
ored hut one other ef Its sens. We 
have not enough of the supreme souls 
that we can spare the example of one. 
It Is not for their sake that we canon- 
toe tbein, but for the sake of all tbe 
vest. They do not need our praise, but 
we need their stimulus. By uplifting 
them we uplift ourselves. They act as 

spiritual magueta to draw ue to their 
fcebjht; By contemplating them we 
' uWouaclouslj' grow like* them. Ko one 
can measure tbe moral force of one 
■Lincoln centenary. 

All men are in substantial agreement 
•a to their verdict concerning him. 
Tbe only difference is lu the degree of 
their praise. There Is no sectionalism 
la bis appreciation. The south could 
not spare his gentle memory more 
than tbe north. Never was a victor 
less like a conqueror. It Is as linpossl- 
ttls to fsel resentment toward him as 
toward a dead father. 

We grow like what we love. It la 
this fact which lends such a beautiful 
algniflcuuce to the universal regard 
tor Lincoln, that makea so Inspiring 
tbe widespread celebrstlon of tbe cen- 
tenary of his blrtb. A nation which | 
tullds itself around auch an ideal 
will not only have a "new birth of 
freedom," but will have a new birth 
of peace, of manboud and of nobility 
that will place it In the forefront ot 
the nations of all time. 

It will be an Inspiring spectacle 
when at tbe aanie hour on Feb. 13 as- 
semblies lu all parts of tbe aatlon 
turn their faces toward the tomb at 
Spring-Held. It may well be that this 
cert atony will become worldwide and 
that Americans In all parts of tbe 
earth will Join the celebratora at 
BpriuKfleld In repeating certain of 
Mr. Lincoln* utterances with their 
tares toward his place of rest.

Almost equally notgAlS wjJj be 
tbe celebration at tbe Lincoln birth- 
place farm, wfcirb w^l then be dedi- 
cated snl throw! open to the public 
as a aaUoaal park. At this Kentucky 
ceremony President Roosevelt has 
promised to be present; also Mark 
Twain, Governor Folk and others dis- 
tinguished in politics, law and letters. 
There Is a generons emulation with- 
out rivalry between the two commit 
tees that bare in charge tbe respective 
celebrations st Ue birthplace and the 
tomb. Thus the two ends ef Mr. Lin- 
coln's pathway will be bright with 
glory, while tbe fame ef his Ufe will 
stretch like a rainbow between But 
tbe chief celebration will be neither St 
Springfield nor at tbe Bock Spring 

farm. It will be lu tbe hearts of the 
plain people, who loved him while on 
earth, who love him now and ever will 
love hltn as their true friend. They 
bar* not meana or time to travel to 
distant shrines nor eloquence to voice 
their appreciation, "but by their own 
firesides and lu their own bearta they 
will tell In almple words of their faith 
and trust in this plain and unassum- 
ing roan who was one of themselves. 
They are the final arbiters of all men's 
fame, and be who la secure In their 
regard Is established for tbe ages. 

One of the featurea of the centenary 
at Springfield will be the meeting of 
those who knew "Old Abe" and who 
can give history nrst band. We have 
so mil' ii secondhand history iu the 
world that thla will be an Improve- 
ment. If we could only have a conven- 
tion of those wbo knew Julius Caesar 
or Charlemagne or Oliver Cromwell, 
how many errors could be corrected! 
An experience meeting of tbe friends 
of Shakespeare would likewise be 
worth going miles to attend. We nev- 
er appreciate an Immortal till he gets 
out of reach. While be Is on earth we 
say. "Oh, yea, old So-aud-ao-e very body 
knows lam!" Bat 200 years after he Is 
deed the world discovers that It dees 
not know him. but wishes it did. It Is 
fortunate that we have taken this 
great Interest in Lincoln while some 
of those who used to meet him behind 
the grocery stovs and argue politics 
and swap stories with him st the poet- 
ofllcc are still on earth. Otherwise we 
should be In the same deplorable stats 
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or misinformation we are In 
Washington, in whose case we have to 
depend on the Sparkse* snd Weemses 
for some historical fairy tales. 

Lincoln baa not entirely escaped 
from these romancers even as it is, 
but they started their fiction factories 
so soon that It has been possible to 
overtake and brand most of the out- 
put. For example, there were a lot 
of tbe oldest Inhabitants in several 
southern states who felt it their 
bounden duty to reflect on bis pater- 
nity. All of theae stories have been 
traced to their origin, proved to be 
erroneous and branded. Then some- 
body came to the surface who said 
be bad beard somebody say that bad 
beard somebody else say that Mr. Lin- 
coln was not born on the birthplace 
farm, but In an entirely different part 
of Kentucky. He made some sort of 
affidavit on the ground of this hear- 
say testimony. Now, It Is fortunate 
all this happened while there were 
reliable, truth loving people on earth 
who knew Just where LJncoln was 
born. Thus the thing could be dem- 
onstrated beyond earn, nailed down 
and established for the agea. Thla 
saves posterity a lot of unnecessary 
speculation, Investigation and trouble. 
Snpjipse these stories had been sprung 
after everybody that knew Lincoln 
was dead. All this Inaccuracy might 
have trickled Its way down through 
tbe centuries. A very urge portion 
of ancient history belongs in tbe Ac- 
tion department of our libraries. 

We are fortunate in another respect. 
Many of those who have written Uvea 
ef Mr. Lincoln associated with him 
dally. He was great enough to stem 
great to hla secretaries and partners. 
The telegraph 0£era tors at tbe war 
department, The attendants about the 
White House, the common soldiers 
who ssw their commander la chief, 
all had some sort of Inner prompting 
that this was not Just an ordinary 
president, not that hers was the sort 
of man that would Interest the twen- 
ty-second century. So they made 
mental notes and printed them The 
world has grown la 2.000 years so 
that now a prophet has honor to his 
own country and among those of his 
own household. They may not see 
all of his greatness, but U they even 
measure some angles of It these fur- 
nish a basis for future computations. 

if Lincoln had lived back in the days 
of Pericles or Augustus I have often 
Imagined the sort of rich story Plu- 
tarch would have made of him. At 
little earlier period, back in that en 
chanting hut uncertain dawn of his- 
tory before the shadows had quite lift- 
ed, men would have created of him an 
Odin or one of those delightful old 
pagan deralgoda that strangled drag- 
ons with their naked hands. But we 
have not so much to crow over, for 
they almost did that with Waeblngton 
to our own day. 

Let ua beware of putting Lincoln on 
a pedestsl. It la the sweet snd every- 
day humanity of tbe man that ia bis 
chief charm. It is easy to marvel at a 
higher order of beluga, but hard to 
love them. Lincoln Is close enough to 
us to love, and we must keep him 
so. There are enough little tin del 
tiss, but we need this man for our 
I common humanity. He Is too big, too 
I warm and too precious to set him out 
of reach. They have robbed us of 
most of our heroes by making them 
unburns u sud impossible, but they 
Shall uvt do It with Lincoln. He he- 
long's To our man and woman world, 
and we are going to keep blm for oat 
own Th* fsr shining grestness of his 
soul makes his gnarled hands snd 
wrinkled face all tbe more precious to 
us i-ei us nave all the centenaries 
of blm that the passage of the years 
will pei out. let us have Ubrarhw full 
of hooks about blm, but never let him 
be removed from tbe plstn people that 
he loved and that loved Ulm. Almost 
anybody can be an aristocrat, but It 
takes oue of God's own great, tender 
men to be a |»erfevt democrat. It la 
thla quality that makes Lincoln ao 
alive In tbe bearta of tbe millions, snd 
the. man that robs him of eveu a part 
•>f li will In that far do him to death 
Make tbe birthplace farm as vpleudid 
a perk a* y»u like, but keep tbe Uttl* 
old one room csbbj on It as a remind 
sr. Hetatn enough of the baidsblps to 
show whst tbe/ were. We man who 
havt to carve oar way to the world, 
wbo have to cltog to principles and 
chvose right from wrong, who bars to 



pass by temptation and who bare to 
keep our hearts sweet through trials 
need all of the example of Lincoln to 
help us on The man who robs us of 
even the humblest part of that Inspir- 
ing story Is a frend neither to Lincoln 
nor to us. We want to feel that be 
was such a man as we are, or at least 
such a man as we may become. He 
was our big brother, and we see the 
way he did things and then know bet- 
ter how we may do them. He was 
great not because remote, but because 
so close. He waa ao common bs be- 
came the most uncommon man In our 
time. He was so human he grew al- 
most divine. He was so meek h* 
sssms a king of men. Hs was so poor 
he has all the riches of enr love. 

It Is such s man whose centenary 
We celebrate. There is scarcely ons 
In sll the broad land who will not 
participate In word or deed or 
thought. There are no classes in the 
appreciation of Lincoln. Labor loves 
him because he was a friend of labor 
and himself toiled with his hands. 
The black man lovea him for free- 
dom. Tbe north loves blm as a lead- 
er, the sooth aa a native son and a 
true friend. Culture appreciates him 
for hla great Intellect, his literary 
quality and his high son). The com- 
mon people cherish htm ss their own 
child. The nation reverences blm as 
Its preserver. The whole race of man 
prises him for Ms large heart and hla 
loving kindness. He was a human 
toad interpretation of tbe Golden Bale, 
an Incarnation of the sermon on ths
